I.  The  army  will  be  immediately  placed  La  condition  to  march,  and 
rations  and  forage  for  seren  days  will  be  kept  on  hand.  Ail  sick  raeA  who 
cannot  advantageously  be  kept  in  the  field  will  be  seat  back  to  hoipitals, 
and  all  visitors  to  the  army  will  return  from  the  lines.  Officers  will  habit- 
ually encamp  with  their  commands,  and  the  occupation  of  houses  is  pro- 
hibited, 

The  transportation  and  camp  equipag«  will  conform  to  the  following 
schedule,  and  should  circumstances  require  a  further  reduction  during  the 
campaign,  it  will  be  niade  pro  rata  for  officers  and  men  :

"V.  Not  more  than  eighteen  (1800)  hundred  pounds  shall  be  taken  in  any 
wagon,  except  in  cases  where  the  distance  is  short,  and  the  load  constantly 
decreasing,  and  no  trunks  wil  be  allowed  to  be  carried.  No  unauthorized 
vehicles  will  be  permitted  to  accompany  the  Army.
